To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Long  Eaton  U.D.C. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  my  eighteenth  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1972. 

We  are  now  approaching  the  end  of  an  era.  After  31st  March,  1974 
Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council  will  cease  to  function  and  the 
district  will  become  part  of  a  new  and  larger  authority — the  Erewash 
District  Council.  This  Council  is  formed  of  Ilkeston  B.C.,  Long 
Eaton  U.D.C.  and  South  East  Derbyshire  R.D.C.  This  fact  has  special 
relevance  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  current  Annual  Report.  It 
means  that  unless  special  arrangements  are  made,  there  will  be  no 
opportunity  to  present  reports  for  the  year  1973  and  the  first  quarter  of 
1974.  This  is  because  the  vital  statistics  for  these  years  will  not  be  avail¬ 
able  before  the  Council  ceases  to  exist  next  April. 

In  effect  then,  I  have  now  the  privilege  of  submitting  the  last  full 
report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district.  This 
being  the  case,  may  I  be  permitted  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  as  well 
as  all  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  kindness  and  courtesy 
which  has  been  shown  to  me  and  to  all  members  of  my  Department 
over  the  years.  Public  health  work  is  not  always  easy  and  without  the 
wise  direction  and  sympathetic  understanding  which  have  continually 
flowed  from  the  Health  Committee,  our  tasks  might  well  be  impossible. 
It  is  right  also  that  I  should  record  here  my  special  thanks  for  the 
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kindness  and  co-operation  shown  me  by  all  Chief  Officers  and  their 
staffs.  The  smooth  running  of  this  Department  owes  much  to  the  sense 
of  camaraderie  which  pervades  the  Urban  District  Council  Offices. 
Finally  I  need  hardly  mention  the  great  debt  1  owe  to  the  expertise 
and  loyalty  of  all  in  the  Public  Health  Department  itself.  From  .Mr. 
Wild,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  downwards,  they  have  at  all 
times  been  a  tower  of  strength  and  a  source  of  help.  Phis  too  has  been 
a  tradition  over  the  years. 

But  now  may  I  revert  to  the  normal  purposes  of  this  introduction! 
The  vear  1972  has  been  a  good  one  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area.  Much  work  has  been  carried  out 
in  the  field  of  housing,  sewerage  and  water  services.  Refuse  disposal 
is  satisfactory  and  much  effort  has  been  expended  in  trying  to  solve  the 
few  refractory  problems. 

The  Long  Eaton  Sick  Nursing  Association,  now  called  the  Long 
Eaton  Physiotherapy  Centre,  operates  from  4  Nottingham  Road. 
Successful  negotiations  have  been  going  on  with  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  treatments  are  now  free.  Family  General  Practi¬ 
tioners  recommend  patients  for  a  course  of  treatment.  In  addition,  Mr. 
Cochrane  Consultant  of  Physical  Medicine  holds  a  monthly  clinic  to 
which  General  Practitioners  can  refer  cases  for  advice  and  treatment. 
This  should  be  a  boon  to  the  town. 

The  Council  owns  2,355  dwellings,  including  13  group  schemes 
for  the  Elderly,  one  being  at  Chantry  Close  under  the  able  wardenship 
of  Mrs.  Frith.  With  this  scheme  there  is  also  a  common  room  and 
community  facilities  are  available  for  the  residents.  The  other  group 
schemes  are  situated  on  the  Draycott  Road  Estate  (6),  Southfield, 
Petersham  Estate  (3),  Bonsall  Court  and  Romorantin  Place.  Mrs.  L. 
Clack,  Mrs.  K.  Derrick,  Mrs.  M.  Hardy,  Mrs.  INI.  Booth,  Mrs.  I. 
Pinson,  Mrs.  M.  Newbold,  Mrs.  M.  Costello,  Mrs.  F.  H.  Grundy, 
Mrs.  M.  Hosker,  Mrs.  D.  Jones,  Miss  G.  Howard  and  Mrs.  G.  Hol¬ 
brook  undertake  the  work  of  Wardens.  There  are  no  community 
facilities  available  with  these  schemes  and  the  old  people  in  the  vicinity 
of  Sawley  are  expected  to  use  the  amenities  available  at  the  Community 
Hall.  There  is  a  lounge  provided  for  the  residents  of  Romorantin  Place. 
In  addition,  bungalows  have  been  erected  in  groups  on  other  estates. 

My  grateful  thanks  go  to  all  Council  Wardens  for  the  way  they 
carry  out  their  work  with  the  Elderly.  It  is  certainly  a  labour  of  love, 
as  the  post  is  only  rated  as  part-time  and  paid  accordingly.  The  Council 
continue  to  erect  bungalows,  but  even  then  the  time  an  old  person  can 
expect  to  wait  is  four  years. 

The  health  of  the  town  as  shown  by  medical  statistics  remained  at 
a  high  level.  The  birth  rate  was  15-3  per  1,000  of  the  population  and 
the  crude  death  rate  13-0  per  1,000  of  the  population.  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  14-95. 
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Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  now  accepted  by  all  General  Practition¬ 
ers.  1  hey  are  increasingly  giving  support  to  measles  vaccination  now 
available.  It  is  a  safe  vaccine  and  has  few  adverse  reactions. 

The  B.C.G.  V  accination  Programme  in  Senior  Schools  has 
continued  throughout  the  year,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  the  co-operation 
of  head  teachers  and  their  staffs.  Below  are  given  the  acceptance  rates 
tor  the  various  schools:

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  head  teachers  and  their  staffs,  also  to 
Health  Visitors,  Mrs.  M.  Lewis,  Mrs.  R.  Matthews,  Mrs.  R.  Collins, 
Mrs.  A.  Khagure,  Miss  A.  Lynch,  Mrs.  Drewitt,  Mrs.  Chapman,  Mrs. 
Lander  and  Mrs.  Tavlor. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  a  school  dentist — which  is 
a  great  boon  to  the  children  of  the  town.  Chiropody  is  also  available  for 
the  elderly.  A  list  of  facilities  available  at  the  County  Clinic  is  included 
in  the  body  of  the  report. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Workshop  for  the 
Elderly,  established  in  the  Library  Grounds.  Since  the  centre  began, 
it  has  overcome  many  difficulties  with  regard  to  obtaining  the  interest 
of  the  Elderly,  for  whom  it  was  designed,  of  obtaining  suitable  work 
from  industry  in  the  town  and  endeavouring  to  meet  those  inevitable 
financial  commitments  arising  out  of  such  a  venture. 

At  the  present  time,  both  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  are  held 
at  the  centre,  and  any  elderly  person  interested  in  morning  or  afternoon 
sessions  should  obtain  the  appropriate  form  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  Mr.  G.  F.  Clegg. 

Anyone  having  work  they  think  the  centre  could  undertake  should 
contact  Mrs.  Wood,  the  Supervisor,  telephone  Long  Eaton  4207.  The 
support  of  all  voluntary  bodies  in  the  town  continues,  including 
Rotary,  Inner  Wheel,  Soroptomists,  etc. 

During  the  year,  7  dwellings  were  erected  by  the  Council  compared 
with  17  the  previous  year.  Over  the  same  period,  private  enterprise 
erected  52  dwellings  compared  with  38  the  year  previously. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  accommodation  provided  today  is  of  a 
very  high  standard.  Central  heating  is  provided  at  Kirkwhite  House, 
Bonsall  Court,  Romorantin  Place,  Petersham  Court,  Ennerdale  Court, 
Erewash  Court,  Kirkstone  Court  and  Willersley  House,  and  also  at 
elderly  persons  bungalows  where  the  tenant  has  expressed  a  wish  to 
have  central  heating,  and  all  bungalows  becoming  vacant  where 
central  heating  has  not  previously  been  provided. 


In  addition,  through  improvement  grants,  private  housing  has 
the  opportunitv  of  providing  amenities  such  as  hot  water  supply,  inside 
w.c.,  bathroom,  kitchen  and  food  storage  facilities,  which  are  available 
from  the  Council.  Here  is  something  of  advantage  to  tenant  and  land¬ 
lord.

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  A.  A.  Wild,  M.A.P.II. I 
A.M.Inst.P.C.  and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
loyal  and  efficient  co-operation  which  made  work  such  a  pleasure. 

My  grateful  thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr.  A.  H.  Snaith,  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance  throughout 
the  vear.

Long  Eaton  is  fortunate  in  having  a  Chest  Clinic  of  its  own  and 
the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  (Dr.  H.  Morrow  Brown)  attends  every 
Tuesday. 


There  is  still  a  fear  amongst  the  population  concerning  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  spite  of  the  great  advances  made  in  treatment  and  diagnosis 
and  the  great  reduction  in  recent  years  of  the  mortality  from  this 
disease. 


Long  Eaton  as  a  Housing  Authority  plays  its  part  in  the  prevention 
of  this  disease  by  ensuring  as  far  as  possible  that  those  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  have  the  proper  environment  in  which  to  live.

Guthrie,  M.H.,  Ch.B.,  Medical  Director 
of  the  Nottingham  Area  No.  2  Mass  Radiography  Unit  lor  the  following 
report  on  the  survey  carried  out  by  the  Unit  during  the  period  29th 
November  to  11th  December,  1972: 

1  enclose  the  figures  for  the  survey  carried  out  by  this  unit  at 
Long  Eaton  front  the  29th  November,  to  the  11th  December,  1972. 

1,626  examinees  were  X-rayed  as  compared  with  1,550  in  1969.  It 
is  of  interest  to  note  that  38%  were  X-rayed  for  the  first  time  by  a 
Mass  Ra.diography  Unit. 

There  were  19  recalls  for  large  film  of  which  13  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  The  remaining  6  required  clinical  examination  of  which  one 
was  found  to  be  a  case  of  inactive  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  there¬ 
fore  no  further  action  was  required,  but  the  remaining  5  were  referred 
to  the  Chest  Clinic  of  which  3  had  normal  films  previously  which 
illustrates  the  value  of  periodic  X-ray  of  the  chest.  Two  of  these  three 
were  query  Pulmonary  Tumour  and  the  other  query  Pulmonary 
Sarcoidosis.  The  two  who  had  not  been  x-rayed  before  were  also 
query  Pulmonary  Tumour. 

On  this  occasion  therefore  no  case  of  active  Pulmonary  Tubercu¬ 
losis  was  discovered.  It  looks  however  as  if  more  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Carcinoma  have  been  found  which  is  probably  not  unexpected  as  the 
incidence  of  this  condition  in  the  population  generally  has  been  steadily 
increasing  for  a  number  of  years  now'.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


for  year  ended  31st  October,  1972 

During  the  year  5,891  treatments  were  given  for  which  we  received 
£1,291,  as  against  4,667  treatments  for  which  we  received  £1,022  the 
previous  year,  an  increase  of  1,224  treatments  and  cash  £169.  At  times 
we  have  had  as  many  as  266  patients  on  oar  books  and  never  less  than 
220  patients. 

Once  again  we  are  grateful  to  our  local  Doctors  for  sending  patients 
to  the  Centre  and  therefore  creating  the  opportunity  of  increasing  the 
number  of  treatments  given  and  thereby  improving  our  Income  from 
treatments. 

Our  Accounts  show  an  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  for  the 
year  of  £175,  as  against  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  income  the 
previous  year  of  £290.  This  position  in  the  main  is  due  to  the  following: 

(a)  Increased  donation  from  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council. 

(b)  Generous  consideration  from  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District 

Council  regarding  rent. 

(c)  Interim  monthly  payments  from  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 

Board  from  the  1st  July  1972,  totalling  £500. 

A  list  of  donations  and  subscriptions  is  appended  and  we  record 
our  most  grateful  thanks  to  those  who  have  helped  us  many  times  over 
the  years  through  their  donations  which  have  subsidized  the  cost  of 
treatments  given. 

To  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council  we  extend  our  special 
thanks  for  their  financial  support  during  our  negotiations  with  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board,  without  which  the  Centre  would 
have  been  closed,  also  for  the  interest  taken  not  only  bv  their  representa¬ 
tives  on  our  committee,  but  through  their  reports  of  our  activities  to  the 
Council.  We  have  also  been  particularly  grateful  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  Mr.  G.  F.  Clegg  for  his  advice  during  this  difficult  period. 
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Sunray  Saturday  was  well  supported,  from  which  we  received  £1 18 
and  we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  various  organisations  and 
individuals  who  supported  us  on  that  occasion. 

In  our  report  last  year  we  informed  you  that  on  the  19th  November 
1971  we  approached  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  to  see  if  they 
would  take  over  the  Centre  either  wholly  or  in  part,  and  these  negotia¬ 
tions  have  been  proceeding  throughout  the  year.  These  negotiations 
have  been  very  protracted  and  extensive,  and  we  did  receive  from  them 
interim  monthly  payments  from  the  1st  July,  1972  which  considerably 
helped  us  financially,  and  we  have  been  informed  that  their  legal 
department  are  in  the  process  of  preparing  an  Agreement  between  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Centre, 
which  we  hope  will  be  satisfactorily  concluded  by  the  date  of  our  Annual 
Meeting. 

We  must  also  extend  our  thanks  to  Dr.  G.  M.  Cochrane — Con¬ 
sultant  in  Physical  Medicine  at  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary  for  his 
valued  assistance  during  these  negotiations,  and  under  whose  direction 
the  Centre  will  in  future  function. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation 
of  the  services  given  by  the  Staff  at  the  Centre.

REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED 
31st  MARCH,  1973 

1.  Committee  Constitution.  I’lie  Committee  consisted  of  41 
members  representing  various  organisations  including  the  Long  Eaton 
U.D.C.,  Divisional  Education  Executive,  Police,  School  teachers, 
Chamber  of  Trade,  Trades  Council,  Barton  Transport,  Industrial 
Transport,  Pre-School  Play  Group,  Motorists,  Cyclists,  Old  Age 
Pensioners,  Invalid  and  Handicapped,  Townswomen’s  Guild,  Co-op. 
Women’s  Guild,  Toe  H,  Roosevelt  Club,  British  Red  Cross,  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council,  Sawley 
Community  Association,  the  Press,  Royal  Societv  for  the  Prevention  of 
Accidents,  the  County  Road  Safety  Officer,  Associate  Driving  Schools, 
Derbyshire  Horse  and  Pony  Society  and  independent  members  inter¬ 
ested  in  Road  Safety. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Committee  were  pleased  to  welcome  Mr.  R. 
Goodall,  the  newly  appointed  County  Road  Safety  Officer,  and  later 
had  the  opportunity  of  welcoming  his  assistant,  Mr.  K.  F.  Senior. 

The  Committee  were  sorry  to  learn  of  the  departure  of  Mr.  D. 
Holland  of  the  Regional  Office  of  RoSPA,  but  were  able  to  congratulate 
him  on  his  appointment  as  County  Road  Safety  Officer  at  Durham. 

2.  Meetings.  The  Committee  met  bi-monthly  and  there  were  7 
meetings  with  an  average  attendance  of  17. 

3.  Mr.  G.  L.  Scott.  Mr.  G.  L.  Scott,  the  former  Chairman,  is  still 
in  hospital  recovering  from  his  severe  stroke  but  is  believed  to  have 
made  some  progress. 

4.  Representation.  The  Committee  was  represented  at  the  quarter¬ 
ly  meetings  of  the  North  Midland  Accident  Prevention  Council,  the 
General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  Federation  and  at  the  National 
Road  Safety  Congress  in  London. 

The  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  and  the  Secretary  spent  an 
enjoyable  day  at  the  Centenary  Meeting  of  the  Federation  which  was 
held  at  Belvoir  Castle  on  17th  October,  1972. 
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5.  Condolences.  The  Committee  were  sorry  to  learn  of  the  death 
in  November,  1972,  of  Mrs.  Wells,  the  wife  of  the  late  Mr.  Harold 
Wells,  a  former  member  of  the  Committee.  The  relatives  subsequently 
expressed  the  hope  that  use  would  continue  to  be  made  of  the  Harold 
W  ells  Trophy  which  had  been  presented  some  years  ago. 

6.  Re-organisation  of  Road  Safety  in  County.  The  Committee 
were  given  details  of  the  tentative  arrangements  which  had  been  dis¬ 
cussed  by  the  County  Road  Safety  Committee  for  the  re-organisation 
of  Road  Safety  activities  in  the  County  from  1st  April,  1974,  as  a  result 
of  the  statutory  obligation  for  the  future  promotion  of  Road  Safety 
activities  placed  on  the  new  County  Councils  by  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1972. 

It  was  intended  that  in  each  of  the  New  Districts  (with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  Derby)  there  should  be  a  district  Road  Safety  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  comprising  delegates  from  existing  Road  Safety  Committees, 
elected  representatives  and  co-opted  members.  In  order  to  avoid  having 
large  unwieldy  Committees  the  delegates  from  existing  Committees 
could  be  restricted  to  two  from  each  and  the  maximum  number  of 
co-opted  members  restricted  to  a  figure  not  exceeding  the  number  of 
delegates.  On  this  basis  the  Long  Eaton  Road  Safety  Committee  would 
disappear  and  the  Road  Safety  Advisory  Committee  for  District  8  (Long 
Eaton,  Ilkeston  and  S.E.  Derbyshire)  would  probably  have  a  maximum 
of  twelve  members. 

It  was  intended  that  each  of  the  Districts  would  have  a  full-time 
District  Road  Safety  Officer  and  a  full-time  Clerical  Assistant,  whose 
work  would  be  co-ordinated  by  the  County  Road  Safety  Officer  and  his 
Assistant. 

The  Committee  naturally  took  strong  objection  to  proposals  which 
would  have  meant  the  disappearance  of  the  Committee  in  its  present 
form  and  felt  that  the  proposals  would  not  be  in  the  best  interests  of 
road  safety  in  the  areas.  The  Committee’s  objections  were  sent  to  the 
County  Council  who  promised  that  the  views  would  be  taken  into 
account  by  the  new  County  Council  when  elected. 

The  Committee  now  await  with  apprehension  the  final  proposals 
of  the  County  Council. 

7.  New  Financial  Arrangements.  New  arrangements  for  the 
administration  of  the  finances  of  Road  Safety  Committees  in  the  County 
were  introduced  from  1st  April,  1973,  which  the  County  hoped  would 
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result  in  greater  economy.  All  orders  for  materials  and  services  have  to 
he  sent  direct  to  the  County  Road  Safety  Officer  for  authorisation  and 
suppliers  send  invoices  direct  to  him  for  payment.  Secretaries  of  Com¬ 
mittees  have  been  given  a  cash  float  for  items  of  expenditure  under  £L 
Despite  some  apprehension  prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  scheme,  no 
snags  have  vet  been  encountered. 

8.  County  Road  Safety  Quiz.  After  a  lapse  of  some  years,  the 
above  Quiz  has  been  re-introduced  and  despite  the  lack  of  interest 
shown  by  local  schools,  it  was  possible  to  hold  an  Inter-Schools  Quiz 
for  Juniors  to  decide  which  team  represented  Long  Eaton  in  the  County 
Quiz.  Teams  were  entered  from  Grange,  Dovedalc,  Highfield  and 
Sawley.  Dovedale  defeated  Grange  in  the  final  but  unfortunately  lost 
at  home  in  the  Area  Semi-final  of  the  County  Quiz  to  S.E.  Derbyshire. 

A  team  from  Long  Eaton  Grammar  School  represented  Long 
Eaton  in  the  Senior  Section  of  the  County  Competition. 

9.  Removal  of  Market.  After  many  years  of  campaigning,  the 
Committee  were  pleased  to  note  the  removal  of  the  Market  to  its  new 
site  at  Beaconsfield  Street  and  congratulate  the  Council  on  carrying  out 
the  move  so  smoothly. 

10.  Campaigns.  The  Committee  have  co-operated  during  the  year 
in  the  RoSPA  Quarterly  Campaigns  by  the  display  of  posters,  and 
distribution  of  literature. 

A  film  called  “BRITAIAN”  which  had  been  seen  and  enjoyed  by 
the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  at  their  visit  to  the  National  Road 
Safety  Congress  was  obtained  on  loan  for  showing  in  local  schools. 
Only  5  schools  expressed  an  interest  in  showing  the  film  but  those  who 
took  the  film  said  they  were  highly  delighted  with  it. 

11.  Cycling  Proficiency  Training.  A  total  of  50  children  were 
successful  during  the  past  year  in  the  Cycling  Proficiency  Tests. 
Regrettably  this  number  is  down  considerably  from  that  achieved  in 
previous  years  and  it  can  only  be  hoped  that  with  the  appointment  of  a 
full-time  Road  Safety  Officer  on  re-organisation  this  figure  can  be 
stepped  up  considerably,  as  it  has  become  increasingly  difficult  for  a 
part-time  Secretary  to  organise  the  training. 

12.  Local  Accident  Statistics.  The  local  accident  figures  for  the 
whole  of  1972  compared  with  1971  are  shown  below:

I  am  indebted  to  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  for  the 

following  information  relating  to  Water  Supply: 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  water.  A 
total  of  50  bacteriological,  3  chemical  and  47  partial  chemical 
samples  were  taken  from  consumers’  premises  during  the  year.  Of 
the  bateriological  samples,  2  indicated  the  presence  of  coliforms. 
Further  check  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  area  is 
supplied  from  the  Drum  Hill  Reservoir,  where  water  from  the 
Board’s  Little  Eaton  Works  and  Homesford  W^orks  is  blended 
with  water  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board.  A  typical 
analysis  of  the  water  supplied  is  attached  hereto. 

(c)  None  of  the  water  supplied  to  consumers  is  liable  to  plumbo-sol- 
vent  action. 

(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply. 

(e)  All  waters  supplied  to  the  area  are  now  being  treated  to  raise  the 
fluoride  content  to  1.00  p.p.m.

The  completion  of  the  major  extension  scheme  started  in  October, 
1969,  delayed  following  the  liquidation  of  the  contractors,  Messrs. 
Thos.  Beighton  Ltd.  and  necessitating  the  letting  of  a  new  contract  to 
Messrs.  If.  Camm  &  Co.  of  Chesterfield,  will  occur  early  in  1973, 
instead  of  in  September,  1971,  as  originally  intended. 

The  Sludge  Pressing  Plant  still  works  satisfactorily,  but  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  the  disposal  of  pressed  humus  cake  is  a  continuing  one.  During 
the  year  no  complaints  of  odour  nuisance  from  the  works  have  been 
received. 

Sewerage 

The  constructional  works  of  the  major  scheme  for  the  Foul 
Sewerage  Relief  Scheme,  necessary  to  deal  with  the  surcharging  of  the 
foul  sewerage  system  which  occurs  following  periods  of  heavy  rainfall, 
and  also  to  provide  for  future  additional  building  development,  are 
well  advanced.  It  is  anticipated  it  will  be  completed  in  the  spring  of 
1973  at  a  cost  of  approximately  ,6200,000. 

Ministerial  approval  has  been  received  for  proceeding  with  the  New 
Sawley  Brook  Improvement,  essential  to  allow  further  building 
development  to  take  place  in  the  catchment  area,  and  it  is  expected  that 
tenders  will  be  invited  early  in  1973  for  constructional  work  to  follow  the 
foul  sewerage  work. 

The  situation  remains  the  same  in  regard  to  the  outstanding 
surface  water  drainage  proposals.  Still  outstanding  are  the  Golden 
Brook  Improvement  and  the  final  phase  of  the  Sawley  Surface  Water 
Drainage  Scheme,  which  become  increasingly  necessary  as  general 
development  or  redevelopment  proceeds.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1972 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Department  cl  iring  1972. 

Housing 

During  the  vear  1972,  179  dwellings  were  let  as  follows:  18  for 
rehousing  tenants  from  condemned  property,  22  to  emergency  cases, 
36  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation  after  waiting  approximately  three  years, 
10  to  tenants  with  families  of  mixed  sexes  and  occupying  two  bedroomed 
houses,  36  to  tenants  allowed  to  transfer  from  one  council  house  to 
another,  7  to  council  employees,  30  bungalows  and  flats  to  elderly 
persons  and  20  Romorantin  Place  flats. 

During  the  same  period  179  housing  applications  and  83  applica¬ 
tions  for  elderly  persons  accommodation  were  received. 

The  to  al  council  housing  accommodation  was  increased  during  the 
year  by  the  additional  5  bungalows  at  Dovedale  Court  which  were  let 
to  applicants  from  the  elderly  persons’  waiting  list. 

The  thirteenth  warden-serviced  scheme  for  the  elderly  was  inau¬ 
gurated  for  the  78  bungalows  at  Wilmot  Street  and  Darlev  Drive, 
Keswick  Court  and  Peveril  Crescent,  and  further  schemes  were 
approved  for  implementation  when  suitable  accommodation  became 
available  for  converting  to  wardens’  homes. 

The  progress  of  clearing  unfit  houses  was  again  retarded  bv  the 
un-availability  of  council  accommodation  to  re-house  the  displaced 
families,  and  until  the  Council  House  Building  Programme  is  accelerat¬ 
ed  the  projects  of  removing  all  the  unfit  premises  in  the  town  remains 
vague. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a  work-studied  incentive  bonus 
scheme  was  introduced  and  which,  having  increased  the  earnings  of  the 
Manual  workers,  has  greatly  reduced  the  turn-over  of  labour.  After  the 
anticipated  teething  troubles,  the  scheme  was  finally  accepted  by  the 
men  and  the  trade  union  and  the  scheme  is  no  doubt  contributing  to  the 
maintenance  of  a  regular  weekly  collection  throughout  the  district. 

The  refuse  tip  was  extended  during  the  year  after  conditional 
planning  permission  was  granted  requiring  the  land  to  be  landscaped 
after  final  use. 

The  whole  area  will  ultimately  be  grassed  or  planted  with  trees  to 
provide  a  leisure  and  picnic  area  within  easy  reach  of  the  River  Trent. 

Noise 

Complaints  continue  to  grow  as  people  are  becoming  more  aware 
of  the  increase  in  and  intrusion  of  noise  into  their  lives.  Further  dis¬ 
cussion  took  place  between  the  Council  and  the  organiser  of  stock-car 
and  speedway  racing  at  the  local  stadium,  but  efforts  to  reduce  the 
noise  resulting  from  race  meetings  have  so  far  proved  unsuccessful.

The  Sampling  of  food  under  the  above  Act  is  carried  out  by  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  J.  Markland,  B.Sc.,  F.K.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information: 

Seventv-six  s.  nr  les,  including  14  Milks,  were  taken  during  1972. 
A  sample  of  Full  Fat  Soft  Cheese  was  deficient  in  fat.  A  subsequent 
formal  sample  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

A  sample  of  Prunes  in  heavy  syrup  contained  excess  tin.  A  further 
sum  le  from  the  same  batch  also  contained  excess  tin  and  the  remaining 
tins  from  the  b a'ch  were  withdrawn  from  sale  and  a  letter  sent  to  the 
manufacturers. 

A  sam  le  of  Longlife  Cream  had  an  unsatisfactory  description.  A 
letter  was  sent  to  the  manufacturers. 

The  remaining  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory. 

Eight  s:  males  were  examined  following  consumer  complaints: 

A  milk  bottle  contained  cement  residues 

A  sample  of  Lemonade  was  alleged  to  have  caused  illness.  The 
liquid  consisted  of  carbonated  water,  to  which  no  flavouring 
essence  had  been  added.  Nothing  was  detected  to  account  for 
the  onset  of  sickness. 

A  Meat  Pie  was  said  to  be  low  in  meat  content.  No  analysis  was 
possible  on  the  complaint  specimen,  but  a  further  sample  from 
the  shop  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Three  cans  of  Grapefruit  Juice  were  examined  for  metallic  con¬ 
tamination.  All  were  satisfactory. 

A  can  of  Baby  Food  contained  a  very  small  quantity  of  unidentifi¬ 
able  black  material. 

A  Liquid  Paraffin  was  examined  following  complaints  of  unusual 
taste.

The  Cleansing  Department  disposes  of  refuse  free  of  cost  from 
the  Highways,  Markets,  Cemetery  and  other  Departments  of  the 
Council;  from  other  firms  on  payment  of  25p  and  50p  per  load.
